Besides members as shown above there were at the end 
of the year 875 persons who, having qualified in the exa- 
minations were eligible to became members on comple- 
tion of the prescribed practical experience in Cost Ac- 
counting. 

Studentship 

The enrolment of Registered Students in the year under 
review was 4,812. The total number of Registered Stu- 
dents, excluding those who have either passed the Final 
Examination or have discontinued their registration ex- 
ceeded 35,000 on 31st March 1967. 

Examinations 

The Intermediate, Final and Management Accountancy 
Examinations were held as usual in July 1966 and January 
1967 at 22 centres. The total number of candidates 
appeared in the said two terms of examination were 
6,390 and 5,863 respectively. A summary of results of 
these two examinations is given in the statement attached. 

Compulsory Coaching 

The Coaching Administration of the Institute headed 
by the Director of Studies Shri K. K. Datta, bsc, ficwa, 
aca, fca (London), rcwA, ath, fss completed another 
year of successful operation. The Council, however, ac- 
cepted with regret the resignation of Shri Datta who 
wanted to be relieved on personal grounds. The post has 
now been occupied by another member of the Institute, 
Shri S Ganapathisubramanian, boom, aicwa. In view of 
the rapid expansion of the Administration, the necessity 
for creating a post of Deputy Director of Studies was 
acutely felt. The Council, therefore, decided to create 
this post and fill it by promoting one of the Assistant 
Directors of Studies. Accordingly Shri A. M. Chakra- 
borty, msc, llb, acwa, aicwa has now been appointed 
Deputy Director of Studies. The other two Assistant 
Directors Shri J. B. Bhattacharyya, ma and Shri A, K. 
Sen,, ma are continuing in their respective posts. 
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The Coaching Scheme came, into operation with effect 
from 1st January 1965, Two types of tuition are at 
present being offered under the scheme, viz. postal and 
oral, While postal tuition is being handled exclusively 
by the Coaching Administration of the Institute, oral 
tuition is left to other institutions recognised for the pur- 
pose subject to general supervision, by the Coaching Ad- 
ministration. 

Enrolment in respect of Intermediate Examination 
course, commenced from 1st January 1965, and Final 
Examination course commenced from 1st April 1966, has 
been progressively on the increase. The relevant figures 
for Intermediate and Final Examination courses up to the 
end of March 1967 are given as below :

The functions of the Regional Councils, as laid down 
in Regulation 116 of the Cost and Works Accountants 
Regulations 1959, are mostly being carried out. In parti- 
cular they have been holding oral classes, periodical lec ■ 
tures seminars, film shows, group discussions, e'.c. 
and extending library and reading room facilities. To en- 
able these Regional Councils to discharge their obligations 
effectively, the Central Council has been providing finan- 
cial grants to them. 

Chapters' 

The Council has been encouraging formation of Chap 
ters of Cost Accountants by members and students of the 
Institute. These, are voluntary organisations set up, sub- 
ject to the control of Regional Councils, for tho benefit 
of students and members. These Chapters provide library 
facilities and tutorial assistance. Ten Chapters enjoy the 
recognition of the Council Appropriate financial grants 
to these Chapters have also been sanctioned. 

Disciplinary Matters 

The Council is happy to state again that there has been 
no cause yet for taking disciplinary action under Section 
21 of the Act ever since incorporation of the Institute 
in 1959. 

Offences by Companies 

The Council is also happy that there has been no occa- 
sion so far to invoke Section 28 against a company for 
committing an offence under the Act. 

Regulations 

During the year a number of amendments to the Co^t 
and Works Accountants Regulations 1959 were carried 
out and these amendments were published in the official 
Journal of the Institute from time, to time. 

Functions of the Council

Convocation 

The last Annual Convocation of the Institute was held 
on 20th January 1967 at the auditorium of the Institute 
headquarters at Calcutta. The Convocation Addressed by 
Shri Saila Kumar Mukbcrjce the then Minister in the De- 
partment of Finance, Government of West Bengal, who 
unfortunately was unable to attend personally, was read 
out on his behalf by Shri B. C. Kundu, Finance Com- 
missioner. In this Convocation, G. Basu Foundation 
Prize V. Srinivasan Memorial Prize and other prizes were 
awarded to the winners. Certificates of pass in the Inter- 
mediate and Final Examinations held in January unci July 
1966 were also distributed. 
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Joint Conference of Accountants 

A Conference of Accountants, sponsored jointly for the 
first time by the Institute of Chartered Accountants of 
India and the Institute of Cost and Works Accountants of 
India, was held at Jaipur, the city of palaces, in between 
?.7lh and 29th January 1967. The Conference was in- 
augurated by Dr. C, D. Deshmukh, Vice; Chancellor of 
Delhi University. The inaugural function was also ad- 
dressed by Plot. M. V. Mathur, Vice Chancellor of 
Rajasthan Uuiversity. Over 850 delegates, accompanied 
by about 300 ladies, attended the Conference. The Con- 
ference was held in the beautifully decorated auditorium 
of Rubindra Manch and was a great success. A detailed 
report of the proceedings in the Conference was pub- 
lished in the March 1967 issue of the Institute's Journal. 

Ninth International Congress of Accountants 

The Council is happy to report that a delegation, head- 
ed by Shri R S. Sadasiva lyeir. President, has been con- 
stituted to represent the Institute at the Ninth Interna- 
tional Congress of Accountants to be held in Palis in 
September 1967. Besides Shri R. S. Sadasiva Iyer, the 
delegation will include Shri N. K. Bose, Shri A. K. Bose, 
Dr. M. L Dasgupta, Shri P. R. Misra, Shri K. Mukherjee 
and Shri T. D. Mundhra. On behalf of the Institute, five 
national papers will be presented at the Congress. 

Annual Cost Conference 

The Ninth All India Cost Conference was held at Cal- 
cutta on 4th and 5th June 1966 where papers of topical 
interest were submitted and discussed. The inauguration 
of the Conference was done by Shri A. R. Roy, the then 
Comptroller and Auditor General of India, The Con- 
ference was graced by the presence of other dignitaries; 
notably, ai Conference dinner Mr. J. M. Parsons, Chair- 
man, Macncill & Barry Limited, was Guest-in-Chief, and 
at Luncheon Hon’blc Shri D. N. Sinha, Chief Justice, 
Calcutta High Court, was the Gucst-in-Chief. All the 
technical sessions were held under the able Chairmanship 
of such eminent persons drawn from the industry as well 
as the profession as Shri S. K. Dutta. General Manager, 
Burn k Co, Ltd., Howrah, Shri K. T. Chandy, Chiarman, 
Food Corporation ot India and Shri R. N. Sen, Senior 
Partner. Price Waterhouse. Peat & Co . Chartered Ac- 
countants, Calcutta. Contributors and delegates very ably 
pooled their knowledge and experience for a general con- 
sensus on a wide variety of topics I hut are vital to the 
cause of national economy today, Also mentionable are 
the areas ot re-thinking shown to the delegates by the 
honourable guests at the inauguration dinner and lunch. 

Journal 

The Council has pleasure in reporting that u lot im- 
provement in the standard of the official Journal of the 
Institute,, “The Management Accountant” has been possi- 
ble by the active cooperation of members. Valuable 
articles written by members are being received in increas- 
ing numbers. The Council records its appreciation of the 
services rendered by the Editorial Board to which the 
management of the Journal has been entrusted. The 
Council also expresses its thanks to the members who 
have enriched the Journal hv iheir thoughtful articles. 

Short-term Training Course 

The Short-term training course in Cost Accounting con- 
ducted for various levels of Government employees have 
been widely appreciated by all concerned. Twentytwo 
batches comprising over 1 200 trainees have completed 
their training. The Council feels that the purpose for 
which the training scheme was originally initiated should 
have been served by now and therefore the need for con- 
tinuing this type of training any further is not very press- 
ing Accordingly. Ihe Council has taken a decision thal 
the training scheme be discontinued shortly hereafter un- 
less the Government insists on its continuance. 

Research 

Although nothing substantial could so far be done in 
the field ol lcsearch, the Council evolved a new research 


scheme under which more than one subjects are possible 
to be taken up simultaneously. Work has already been 
commenced on several projects, It is expected that jn 
course of a year or so some of the research reports will 
see the light of the day. 

Future of Accountancy Profession 

Members arc aware that at the instance of the Central 
Government, the Council agreed to the formation of a 
Joint Steering Committee with equal number of represen- 
tatives of the Institute of Chartered Accountants of India 
and the Institute of Cost and Works Accountants of India 
to make recommendations regarding the scope and struc- 
ture of the accountancy profession in India, its standard 
of education and training, the basis, nature and designa- 
tion of the qualifications which it should provide, the 
necessity or otherwise of continuing the two Institutes in 
their present form and other related mailers. The Coun- 
cil agreed in principle to set up a separate Institute of 
Accountants and Auditors to which he absorbed the 
Institute of Chartered Accountants of India and the Insti- 
tute of Cost and Works Accountants of India subject to a 
satisfactory scheme acceptable to the Institute being 
evolved. 

Relationship with the Government 

The Council is happv to report that relationship bet- 
ween the Institute and the Central and State Governments 
continues to he cordial. The Council records its appre- 
ciation of the Central Government’s initiative in introduc- 
ing a Section in the Companies Act for audit of cost ac- 
counts in case of need, of companies engaged in speci- 
fied activities. The Council also notes with satisfaction 
the framing by the Centra) Government of Rules nuclei 
Section 209 of the Companies Act relating to maintenance 
of cosi records in some industries. 

Close relationship also exists between the Institute and 
various Government bodies like National Productivity 
Council , All India Council for Technical Education, etc. 

Accounts and Audit 

Appointed under Regulation 97 of the Cosi and Works 
Accountants Regulations 1959, Shri S. N. Banerjea. 
Chartered Accountant, audited the accounts of the Insti- 
tute. The audited accounts for the year ending on 3 1st 
March 1967 are appended hereto. The accounts show 
a net surplus of Rs. 2,86970 during the year. In the 
opinion of the Council, the financial position of the Insti- 
tute is satisfactory. 

Relationship with Employees 

The Council is happy to report that cordial relationship 
continues to exist with the employees of the Institute. 
Financial support is being given, to the Employees of the 
Recreation Club in order to foster increasing fellow feel- 
ing among the employees. 

The Council records its appreciation of the devotion, 
layalty, and sincerity with which the employees have been 
carrying out their duties. The Council also places on 
record its appreciation of the cooperation it has always 
received from the Secretary. 

General 

During the year under review many important events 
had taken place. Of them, special mention may be made 
of the Joint Conference of Accountants and the formation 
of the Joint Steering Committee on Future of Account- 
ancy Profession, in India, In general, the Council feels 
that a marked progress had been made towards creation 
of a better image of the profession in the country.
